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Tax Inquiry ‘Tactical Mistake' 
Says Joint Committee Head

President Nixon may have 
made a mistake in asking other 
'politicians '—members of a 
congressional commmittee — 'to 
pass judgment on his income 
taxes, the committee chairman 
suggests. 
In a television interview 
taped for broadcast Friday,

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Sen. Russell B. Long, D-La., 
who heads the Joint Committee 
on Internal Taxation, also 
hinted that Nixon might not 
have had to pay as much, .in 
back taxes. if he had only 
waited for the committee’s final 
report. 
Nixon has pledged to pay the 
I n t e r n a l Revenue Service 
$432:,787 in. back taxes plus 
interest for 1969 through 1972, 
an obligation the White House 
says will leave him financially 
“almost totally wiped out.” 
Nixon invited Long's commit­ 
tee last December to examine 
his returns during his first term, 
and decide if he owed more 
taxes. Nixon said be would pay 
“whatever tax would be due.” 
One Consolation 
However, Daniel Schorr, a 
CBS news correspondent, re­ 
ported Friday night Nixon had 
at least one consolation—tax 
experts say he will probably 
have no taxes to pay for 1974. 
Schorr said Nixon would have 
a long list of deductions this 
year as a result of the 'tax 
investigation and payment and 
experts conclude d this would 
offset any taxes which might be 
due this year. 
On Wednesday, the commit­ 
tee .released a staff reported 
that Nixon be assessed $476,4431 
for the four-year period.’ With­ 
out waiting for the committe 
to accept, reject or modify the 
report, Nixon four hours later 
announced he would pay a 
slightly lower assessment hand- 
delivered to him the day before 
by the IRS. 
“Tactically, it may have very 
well have been a mistake for 
the President to have asked 
that the joint committee tell, 
him what we 'think about 'the 
matter,” Long said. “After all, 
we are all in public life. He 
might have been better off if he 
had 
asked some impartial 
group that doesn't have to run 
for office.” 
Taped Before Announcement 
Long’s interview was toped at 
4:30 p.m. Washington time last 
Wednesday. 
That was two 
hours after the committee staff 
report was. made public, but 
two 'hours before the White 
House announcement t h a t 
Nixon would pay the taxes. 
At the time of the taping, 
Long’s committee was wres- 
tiing with, what to do with the 
report and, in the interview., he 
made it clear the case at that 
point was far from closed. 
“We will study it,” Long said 
“His lawyers want to submit 
additional views. They will 
either do it in. writing or do it 
verbally. There might be a lot 
of other lawyers who might 
want to submit their views. 
After we have studied, we will 
reach a conclusion about the 
matter. 
‘At the moment, we have 
reached no 'conclusions. That is 
simply a staff recommendation 
and a staff study.”

Agreement Averts Airlines Strike 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
— 
United Air Lines and union 
mechanics reached agreement 
today on a new contract, 
beating a strike deadline by 
less than one hour. 
A company spokesman said, 
“United Air Lines will operate 
normal schedules today follow­ 
ing an agreement which was 
reached early this morning 
between United and the Inter­ 
national Association of Mechan­ 
ics and Aerospace Workers 
covering a new contract.” 
No details will be revealed 
until union members conduct a 
ratification vote, the spokesman 
said. He said union leaders will 
recommend approval. 
Agreement was reached by 
management and union officials 
who met through the night in 
Washington. It was announced 
less than one hour before the 6 
a.m. strike deadline which had 


been approved by the union’s 
16,576 members. 
The strike would have halted 
United operations at 113 termi­ 
nals in the United States and 
Canada. 
A spokesman said the union 
members handled “maintenan­ 
ce, rantp, stores and dining 
services’’ for the airline. 
The 
employes 
had 
been 
working without a contract 
since Aug. 31. They sought 
increased pay plus a free paid 
holiday and more vacation 
benefits. 
Negotiations had continued on 
and off since August, and. a 
mediator joined the bargaining 
in mid-November. An offer of 
arbitration was rejected March 
5 and a 30-day cooling off 
period began. 
The period ended at 12:01 
a m. today but was extended 
six hours by the union. 
Landgrebe Calls Mixon Attacks 
Brutal, Reckless, Insidious 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - Catl­ 
ing 
President Nixon’s foes 
‘reckless, ruthless and insidi­ 
ous,” Rep. Earl F. Landgrebe, 
R-Ind., Friday urged, an end to 
his “political inquisition.” 
He said the time has come to 
turn a page in history, to “get 
on w ith our responsibilities . . . 
to return our time and talent to 
the vital and pressing business 
of the people.” 
In a statement released here, 
Landgrebe listed the President’s 
accomplishments, including end­ 
ing the Vietnam War, reducing 
crime, quieting college cam­ 
puses and restoring “dignity 
and whole so nte ness"" to the 
White House. 
“ For a year 1 have kept an 
open mind with regard to the 
impeachment of the President,” 
he said. ‘I stood by while the 
liberal, press endlessly attacked 
our president under the guise of 
the pursuit of truth and justice. 
Where were these champions of 
honest reporting when (former 
President) Johnson was wheel­ 
ing and dealing with B o b b y 
Baker?” 
Landgrebe said he had “stood 
by” long enough—stood by 
“while a large segment of our 
government has preoccupied it­ 
self with repetitious attacks on 
our presiden! . . . while those 
of the libera Heft have tried to 
reverse the mandate of 1972.” 
He said liberals were unable 
to get their views accepted in 
the 1972 presidential election 
and ’have used every means 
to prohibit 'the Presiden.! from, 
implementing programs to de­ 


centralize and reduce the cost 
of the federal government and 
to deliver peace with prosperity 
The congressional eomittees 
investigating various aspects of 
the presidency have had "ample 
time tb employ huge staffs and 
almost unlimited resources to 
come up with evidence of an 
impeachable nature,” he said. 
“After nearly one year and 
the expenditure of some 10 mill­ 
ion of the taxpayers’ dollars,, 
isn’t it time to call off th e 
dogs?’ 
Landgrebe said he had to 
speak out “against these brutal­ 
izing attacks upon our president 
., .against his reckless, ruthless 
insidious adversaries.” 
“The survival of this great re­ 
public requires that we get on 
with our responsibilities,” he 
said, “permitting and encourag­ 
ing President Nixon to get on 
with his.’

White House Press Secretary 
Ronald W. Ziegler said Nixon 
would meet today with French,

A French medical student, 
Daniel Rotenberg, wearing a 
lapel pin of the American flag, 
shook Nixon’s hand and said, 
“I’m

with 
you 
Mr. 
President.” 
Nixon pointed to the student’s 
pin —he was wearing an 
identical 
one 
—and 
said: 
“Look, its the same as mine.” 
Crowds by now were surging 
round the President and a 
woman grabbed his hand and. 
said “I am Italian, from 
Milano.” 
Nixon smiled and said: “A 
beautiful old city, the Scala.” 
An old French woman shook 
him, by the hand and said, in 
French, which an .interpreter 
translated: “We like you very 
much in France.” 


Nixon said “Thank you very 
much. We Americans love 
French .people, Madame..'” 
The President was beaming 
broadly as he entered the 
Elysee palace. About 1,000 
people 
had 
watched 
from 
balconies and sidewalks his 
stroll down the street. 
At the palace, he walked 
slowly past an honor guard in 
black jackets and blue trousers 
and shook hands with protocol 
officers before starting his visit 
with Poher. 
Nixon did not repeat his walk 
when

returned to the 
embassy residence. 
After spending 45 minutes 
with Poher, he shook hands at 
the top of the Elysee steps then 
rode in his car back to the 
residence to start receiving 
European leaders.

Cleanup Continues In State 
As Tornado Victims Dig Out

The mammoth task of re­ 
habilita ting, thousands of tor­ 
nado victims in Indiana was in 
full swing today with state and 
federal officials and agencies 
up to their armpits in aid meas­ 
ures. 
Governor Bowen cancelled a, 
planned 13-day good will trip to' 
Japan with other governors, 
which was to have started Sun­ 
day, in order to stay nearby 
and help direct the emergency 
job. 
Sens. Vance Hartke and Birch 
Bayh were in the state offering 
aid on behalf of the federal 
government, and individuals 
and teams from numerous fed­ 
eral agencies were on hand sur­ 
veying and studying what could 
ibe done to make easier the 
giant job of overcoming the ef­ 
fects of the worst Hoosier dis­ 
aster since the Palm Sunday 
tornadoes of 1965. 
Lynn In State 
The death toll stood at 3? lo 
39 known dead and four missing 
and presumed drowned when a 
small van was hurled from a 
bridge into water at Monticello. 
Hundreds were hurt and dam­ 
age was estimated conserva­ 
tively at $70 million and likely 
to go much higher. 
James T. Lynn, secretary of 
housing and urban development, 
came to Indiana to survey the 
damage and supervise setting 
up field offices to help in re­ 
habilitation. 
“The President gave me sim­ 
ple orders to mobilize every re­ 
source available within the fed­ 
eral government to help in 
every way we can," Lynn said. 
“He insisted we come into the 
field so there wouldn’t be any 
delay in implementation of our 
programs.” 
Telephone communication be­ 
tween Monticello and the out­ 
side world was reestablished to-' 
day for the first time since the 
storm. 
A state report listed damage 
at $600,000 to the Madison State 
Hospital in another of the worst- 
hit areas. 
State police maintained a 
quasi-official list showing 37 
deaths in 15 counties as follows: 
Jefferson 7, Fulton 5, Noble 4, 
LaGrange 3, White 3, Harrison 
2, Decatur 2, Tippecanoe 2, 
Perry 2, Franklin 2, Scott, 1, 
Clark 1, Kosciusko 1. Randolph 


1 and Jackson 1. 
39 Dead. 4 Missing 
UPI compiled a list from 
various official agencies and in­ 
dividuals and from news media 
representatives in or near the 
stricken areas which differed 
from the state police list only 
in Jefferson County. 
The UPI total was 39' known 
dead and four missing and pre­ 
sumed dead. 
State police said they consid­ 
ered their tabulation complete 
except for the possibility of ad­ 
ditional bodies being found or 
additional deaths from injuries 
later. 
Meanwhile, state and federal 
agencies marshaled forces to 
lend every possible assistance 
to victims in the stricken areas, 
and representatives of federal 
and state agencies and office­ 
holders converged on the areas 
to make their presence known 
to constituents and to offer 
sympathy and help. 
At Indianapolis, Governor 
Bowen and other officials an­ 
nounced 23 counties hit by the 
devastating twisters had been 
accepted as disaster areas by 
federal officials and said they 
hoped seven others would be 
added. 
Counties Are Listed 
The announcement came at a 
news conference featuring 
Bowen, State Civil Defense di­ 
rector Milton M. Mitnick. and 
Indiana Adjutant General Alfred 
F. Ahner. 
Mitnick said the 23 counties 
were Steuben. LaGrange, Noble, 
Kosciusko, Fulton, White, Tip­ 
pecanoe, Warren, Grant, Ran­ 
dolph, Henry, Hancock, Frank­ 
lin, Decatur, Bartholomew, 
Crawford, Perry, Jackson, Ohio, 
Jefferson, Clark, Washington 
and Harrison. 
He believed damage was 
sufficient in seven others— 
Adams, Huntington, Lawrence, 
Scott, Shelby, Switzerland and 
Pulaski—for them to be desig­ 
nated in the disaster area, too, 
following further surveys. 
“We are trying to coordinate 
the efforts of all these people,” 
Bowen said, referring to various 
federal agencies, “to give im­ 
mediate and good help” to Hoo- 
siers hit by the storms. He said 
he wanted to prevent neediest 
telephone calls to first om 
agency and then another.

Girls' track probably is the 
most advanced of the sports in 
Indiana because of a volunteer 
group, the Indiana League of 
High School Girls Athletic Asso­ 
ciation. started about 10 years 
ago 
However, a standard of per­ 
formances never was establish­ 
ed and there was no sectional 
and district competition 
Miss. Roy recalled about seven 
or eight years ago the meet was 
staged at Ball State University 
and was shifted indoors because 
ot dismal weather 
( redits Nancy Walsh 
"We had 65n girls and it was 
an all dav meet 
she said Thai 
was the 11 poll f«»t a tin ire m 
gamzed el tort undei ihe IH.x w 
umbrella At the tune Miss Km 
was teaching and coaching hv* 
sports at East Gary 
However she said “ it any 
one woman was responsible for 
the track program. Nancy Walsh 
has to get the credit." 
Miss Walsh, then of Gary 
Wirt, now teaches and coaches 
at Valparaiso High 
Miss Roy estimated 335 out of 
the 423 eligible schools will com­ 
pete in the girls track section­ 
als Her office recently published 
a standard of performances for 
eligibility, just as the toys have. 
Girls basketball is famous in 
Iowa, but it's played, under 
different rules there, among them 
six players per team and you 
play either on offense or de­ 
fense and. ha If-court only. 
"In Indiana we have a 30- 
second clock, but most of our 
rules would be like boys bas­ 
ketball." Miss Roy said. 
Down through the years, she 
reminded, people said there was 
"something wrong" with girls 
playing basketball in Indiana. 
But, she added, "it is pretty 
hard to justify all the other 
sports and no basketball." 
“We re ready for a basketball 
tourney " 
Seek Good Officials 
One major stumbling block is 
the availability of good officials. 
When Miss Roy started the pro­ 
gram there were 128 licensed 
women officials. Now there are 
about 800. 
"We would prefer the majority 
of our officials to be women," 
she said. "But we do not object 
to men officials " 
M eanwhile, the pressure of 
girls competing on boys teams 
in no-contact sports has diminish­ 
ed Miss Roy explained that pres­ 
sure was mostly in. schools 
where officials were "derelict" 
in offering a girls athletic pro­ 
gram The IHSAA, she empha­ 
sized. can only set. guidelines 
while the schools are responsi­ 
ble for their own program s. 
As for boys wanting to play 
on girls volleyball teams—it’s 
happened in some schools—this 
may bring pressure to start boys 
volleyball in Indiana, she said.

order to the Supreme Court of

The board's troubles began 
earlier this year when the New 
Jersey Civil Rights Division, 
acting on a complaint from the 
National 
Organization 
of 
Women 
«NOW», 
ruled 
that 
Little League facilities are a 
public * accommodation 
under 
the law and thus all children 
between the ages of 8 to 12. 
including girls, must be allowed 
to play 
Little League took the ruling 
to court 
On March 29. the 
appellate division ot Superior 
Court upheld the civil rights 
ruling 
The court's majority rejected 
all the argum ents raised by 
Little League officials, includ­ 
ing those (hat girls have slower 
reaction tim es and thus are 
liable to injuries 
The league 
also 
argued 
that 
girls 
if 
perm it led 
to com pete with 
toys, would lose their "bodily" 
privacy in a contact sport 


"Just 'because you lose three 
people you don t lose the effec­ 
tiveness of an entire football 
team." he said. "We can still 
win without them. The people 
playing behind them are capa­ 
ble." 
Griese said he does not be­ 
lieve any of the Dolphins feel 
animosity toward the three for 
jumping to the new league be­ 
cause. "a lot of players would 
do the same thing." 
The fledgling league, he said, 
should be "beneficial” to pro 
football 
"It’s great for players—it's 
turning into a players’ market." 
he said

TORNADO SEASON NEAR 
It is sometimes said that nature’s caprices 
provide a welcome change from the 
measured, predictable pace of the workaday 
world. True enough in the case of December 
snows or April showers. But when nature 
unleashes the violent winds known as 
tornadoes, caprice can lead to carnage. 
Like the baseball season, tornado time is 
just around the corner. The peak months for 
twisters usually are April, May and June. The 
U.S. Weather Bureau states flatly: “The 
tornado is the most violent of all storms.” 
Tornadoes strike quickly, leaving total 
devastation in a path which fortunately, is 
fairly short and narrow. Their winds whirl at 
speeds of several hundred miles an hour, 
twisting and ripping at everything they touch 
and causing buildings to explode outward. 
Basements usually afford the greatest 
protection in the home. 
Most tornadoes occur in the South or the 
Mississippi Basin. They can strike at any 
time of day or night, but a large proportion 
occur between four and six o’clock on warm 
afternoons. As might be expected, they exact 
a heavy toll in lives and property damage. 
Last year, twisters were responsible for 87 
deaths and more than $500 million in property 
damage in the United States. “Whether or not 
a trend of more and bigger tornadoes is 
developing no one can say,” says Fred Ostby 
of the National Severe Storms Forecast 
Center, “but last year’s widespread out­ 
breaks underscore the fact that almost no one 
in the U.S. should feel. ‘It can't happen 
here.’ ” 
Actually, last year’s tornado death toll 
might have been considerably higher were it 
not for the SKYWARN program. Introduced 
by the Weather Bureau in 1969, SKYWARN 
links together around 500 networks of tornado 
watchers. When a storm is spotted, warnings 
are issued to radio and television stations. 
One statistic will serve to illustrate SKY- 
WARNs effectiveness: In the 1940s, the 
tornado death toll averaged 179 a year.

National Review magazine reported re­ 
cently the new building that houses the 
Department of Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment (HUD) is in trouble. 
But it doesn’t look like the kind of building 
that gets into trouble. 
It is ten stories high, X-shaped. a symbol of 
innovative thought, modern compassion, new 
insights, contemporary technology; cost $23 
million to build — and it is falling apart. 
National Review reports that a crack has 
worked its way from the basement, up one 
wall all the way to the top — and down the 
other side. 
And the building is sinking into an 
80-foot-deep hole that was dug for a new 
Washington subway station. 
Replied officials of HUD: “The building is 
in great condition.” 
Could be. Could be the crack and the 
sinking belong there, representive of the 
solidarity of the achievements HUD has 
given us in modern day housing and urban 
development.

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Gold Discovered 
In Cripple Creek 
Courthouse

CRIPPLE 
CREEK, 
Colo. 
(UPI) — Nell Anderson knew 
she was delving into antiquity 
when she began clearing out 
the storeroom at ttit -courthouse 
in this tiny mountain town. 
Little did she know she would 
find riches. 
The Teller County clerk and 
her 
dean up 
crew 
retrieved 
maps, pistols and even a skull 
dating back to the turn of the 
century. 
And ‘way back in the corner 
of a musty 6-by-15-foot vault 
were 11 unmarked bags, filled 
with an estimated 20 pounds of 
gold dust and gold samples. 
“That 
vault 
hadn’t 
been 
cleaned out 
in 
at least 
70 
years,” 
said 
District 
Judge 
William Rhodes, who travels 
the 
45 miles from Colorado 
Springs 
to 
sit 
as 
presiding 
judge whenever there is a trial 
in Cripple Creek. “The court­ 
house 
itself 
has 
been 
the 
stepchild of the district for 
years.” 
Didn’t Tell Public 
Mrs. Anderson and Rhodes 
knew about the gold about a 
month aigo, but didn’t tell the 
public until Thursday when the 
bags were taken to Denver for 
deposit in the Hate treasury. 
“We didn’t know what to do 
with it,” Rhodes said. “Finally 
I 
talked 
with Chief Justice 
Edward Pringle (of the Colora­ 
do Supreme Court) 
and we 
agreed it would be best to 
transfer it to Denver.” 
Rhodes said there was no 
security in the two-story brick 
'courthouse and he was worried 
about the three women, who 
worked alone in the building. 
The 
judge 
said 
the 
gold 
probably was used as evidence 
during a trial involving a gold 
mining claim between 1880 and 
1910. 
Those were 
the 
boom 
years in Cripple Creek, nestled 
in the Colorado Rockies on the 
west side of Pike’s Peak. 
Cripple Creek now' puts on a 
melodrama during the summer 
months to' attract tourists to the 
community of 400 permanent 
residents. 


Never CrysUUzed 
Rhodes said the gold from the 
Cripple 
Creek 
area 
never 
crystallzed and wasn’t shiny 
like toe gold found in other 
parts of Colorado during the 
gold rush days. 
“That stuff we took to Denver 
didn’t look like gold,” he said. 
“The dust looked like sand and 
the hard samples looked more 
like rough rock. Nobody would 
believe it was gold, but it is." 
Rhodes said the total value of 
the gold might reach $30,000 to 
$40.000 by the time it was 
processed. He said he hoped the 
money 
would 
eventually 
be 
turned over to the 
judicial 
department for improvements 
on the Cripple Creek Court­ 
house. 
“There’s no carpeting in the 
courtroom and the chairs in the 
jury room are just terrible,” 
Rhodes said. “The place sure 
could use toe money.”

Thursday state health official 
Harvey J. Dominick said he’d 
seen enough and was going 
back to Springfield. 
Just in cate the men from. 
Orkin said they’d keep pumping 
gas into those burrows 
for 
another day. 
Because the rat population 
supposedly 
outnumbers 
the 
25.000 people of this pleasant 
town 50 miles northwest of 
Chicago 10 to 1, the city's 
Beard of Trustees voted to put 
the exterminators to' work, 
They acted after irate par­ 
ents reported the rats 
were 
beginning to take over yards 
and play arcss. 
No one's sure why the horde 
of Norway rats chose Carpen­ 
ters vllte—they had the nearby 
alternatives of East Dundee,

For example, you should be 
aware of which type of ham 
you’re buying. Miss Allen ex­ 
plains that if you check the 
labels, you’ll find that ham is 
available under many names. 
“You’ll find fresh, cured, or 
smoked 
ham; 
bone in 
whole 
ham and halves boneless hams; 
se m i - booties s; 
a nd 
can ned 
hams at the meat counter,” she 
says. “Look on the label to find 
the name of tne ham you’re

‘When the whole ham is cut 
in half,” Miss Allen says, “ the 
upper, meatier rounded half if 
marked ‘butt half," and the 
lower, slightly pointed half Is 
labeled ‘shank half/ 
‘Sometimes

between the shank and the butt 
for 
separate

‘ham 
steaks.’ In this case, the shank 
section is called ‘shank portion’ 
or ‘shank end,’ and the butt 
section, ‘butt portion’ or butt 
end’.” 
Also check the label to find 
out if the ham is fully cooked 
o- if it is the cook-before-ecitng 
v a. r I e t y . 
Generally, 
the 
sue "is list one- 0*1 to -av, you 
should cook ham unless the 
label specifically 
says 
“fully 
cooked.” 
Fully cooked hams are cooked 
in processing and are ready to 
eat. However, you may heat 
them to an. internal temperature 
c. i.40 degrees F. if you prefer, 
Miss Allen says. 
“ Fresh ham,” she continues, 
“ should be heated to an internal 
temperature of 170 degrees F. 
or higher. You may be able to 
find cooking directions on the 
ham label. If not, you can 
contact your county Extension 
office for specific directions,” 
Be sure that you handle it 
correctly, Miss Allen warns, 
adding that ham can cause food 
poisoning if it isn’t handled 
properly. She says you should 


refrigerate 
whole 
hams 
no 
longer than seven days and 
cured ham, cured slices, or 
fresh ham. no more than three 
to five days. 
Fresh ham may be frozen, but 
the specialist doesn’t recom­ 
mend 
freezing 
cured 
meat 
because it can change ham’s 
flavor 
and 
texture. 
Small 
canned, hams can be stored, on 
the shelf without re g rige ration 
before opening. Canned hams 
larger than three pounds must 
be refrigerated before opening. 
And of course, all canned hams 
must 
be 
refrigerated 
after 
opening. 
“ Keep the uncooked meat and 
everything it. touches away from 
cooked and ready-to-eat foods,” 


she adds. “ Scrub 'your 'hands 
well between handling uncooked, 
and 
cooked 
foods. 
And 
use 
utensils rather than your fingers 
whenever possible.”

HOW DOES ONE BECOME A MEMBER OF 
THE CHURCH OF CHRIST? 
In the salvation of man's soul there are two necessary parts: God’s 
part and man’s part. God’s part is the big part, “For by grace ye have been 
saved through faith, and that not of yourselves, it is the gift of God; not 
of works, that no man should glory” (Eph. 2: 8-9). The love which God 
felt for man led him to send Christ into the world to redeem man. The Ufe 
and teaching of Jesus, the sacrifice on the cross, and the proclaiming of 
the gospel to men constitute God’s part in salvation. 


Though God’s part is the big part, man’s part is also necessary if man 
is to reach heaven.

Man’s part can be clearly set forth in the follow­ 
ing steps: 


(1) 
Hear the gospel: “How then shall they call on Him in whom they 
have not believed ? and how shall they believe in Him whom they 
have not heard? and how shall they hear without a preacher?” 
(Rom. 10- 14.) 


(2) 
Believe: “And without faith it is impossible to be wellpleasing 
unto Him; for he that cometh to God must believe that He is, 
and that He is a rewarder of them that seek after him.” (Heb. 
11: 6.) 


(3) 
Repent of past sins: “The times of ignorance therefore God 
overlooked; but no whe commandeth men that they should all 
everywhere repent.” (Acts 17: 30.) 


(4) Confess Jesus as Lord: “Behold here is water; what doth hinder 
me to be baptized ? And Philip said, If thou believeth with all thy 
heart thou mayest. And he answered and said, I believe that 
Jesus Christ is the Son of God.” (Acts 8: 36-37.) 


(5) Be baptized for the remission of sins: “And Peter said unto 
them, Repent ye, and be baptized every one of you in the name 
of Jesus Christ unto the remission of your sins and ye shall re­ 
ceive the gift of the Holy Spirit.” (Acts 2: 38.) 


(6) Live a Christian life: “Ye are an elect race, a royal priesthood, 
a holy nation, a people for God's own possession ,that ye may 
show forth the excelencies of him who called you out of dark­ 
ness into his marvellous light.” (I Pet. 2: 9.) 


Not only is this return to New Testament Christianity a wonderful 
basis upon whic hall believers in Christ can unite, it is absolutely solid 
ground. If we do just what our Lord commanded, we know that our salva-’ 
tion is certain. Come with us as we go back to the Bible, back to Christ and
